Mrs. Troeller Tells | Uplanders Getting | 
of Life, Conditions | 


on Hawaiian Islands 





For many years a resident of 
Upland and a teacher in the Up- 
Jand grammar school, and now 
principal of the high school in 
Lihue, Kauai Island, Hawaii, Mrs. 
Edith S. Troeller is remembered 
with affection by many friends 
here with whom she keeps in close 
touch. 

When living in Upland, Mrs. 
Troeller was an active member of 
the G. T. Embroidery club and, 
although she has been away for a 
number of years, she still retains 
her membership in the club. Dur- 
ing the club’s Christmas party held 
last week at the home of Mrs.

your mainland, I am sure. On 
Kauai the plantation wages have 
pot been lowered, although some 
reductions have been made in sal- 
aries. But, even with that we are 
quite fortunate. 

“However, living conditions and 
costs on our island have not been 
lowered any either. The store 
prices are almost the same as they 
always have been—and _ that’s 
plenty high. We, two of us, with 
a maid for third, cannot keep our 
bills under $100 to $125 per 
month, and no rent to pay at 
that.
